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THE WORK OF CONGRESS. 


The extravagance and reckless use 


of money drained from the people by 
unequal taxation is tae striking fea- 
ture of the session of Congress just ad 
journed. It will take its place as a 
billion-dollar session, not a "billion- 
dollar Congress,' as a few years ago, 
which included two years. Two bills, 
prolific in jobbery and logroUing, the 
river and harbor and public building 
bills,'were samples, and absorbed a 
hundred millions of the billion, and 
were wasteful and reckless tills. 


Congress paid little heed to the ur- 


gent recommendation of the President 
to "do something for Cuba," by meth- 
ods of reciprocity in trade, and a re- 
duction of duties on Cuban imports. 
Tariff greed and trust power were bere 
predominant, for these two influences 
operated to 
prevent 
fulfilling 
our 


pledges to Cuba. The sugar trust and 
the 
combination of sugar 
growers 


haired legislation. The House bill, 
not acted on by the Senate and not 
favored by the President, reduced su- 
gar and other duties 20 per cent, and 
admitted refined sugar free of duty. 
The responsibility for this beirayal of 
duty rests with the Republican Senate 
anu the Republican President. "You 
can have that bill, and have it now," 
flatly declared Senator Teller, and he 
•went on to develop 
the 
argument 


"which will be heard in every congres- 
sional district this fall—namely, that 
ths Republicans are so tied hand and 
foot that they dare not touch sny tariff 
duty which aids a trust This was also 
the main contention 
of the 
House 


Democrats. It is a question the Re- 
publicans must face on the hustings 
this summer and fall, and it may be 
aggravated by a financial cyclone, and 
industrial panic in Cuba. 


The Philippine government bill as 


it passed was a compromise between 
the Senate and House, and satisfactory 
to neither. There is no use express- 
ing opinion on this complicated and in- 
tricate measure. We must \\ait for 
its practical operation to jurlse of its | 
merits or demerits. 
It undoubtedly 


looks to the establishment of a per- 
manent colonial system, 
under mili- 


tary rule, as an annex of American in- 
stitutions. 
It repudiates thf founda- 


tion principle of the Declaration or 
Independence, and will be a source or 
future 
international 
complications, 


possibly continued war and certainly 
of vast expenditure. 


The trusts were evidently the con- 


trolling power of Congress, for they 
not only prevented the passage of the 
Cuban reciprocity bill, but barred the 
passage and even consideration of pro- 
posed anti-trust laws. The anti-trust 
legislation attempted in the last Con- j 
gress for use in the presidential cam- 
paign was abandoned, and that it was 
a mere subterfuge 
confessed. The 


anti-trust bills presented 
ay Demo- 


crats were suppressed in committee, 
and particularly the measure favored 
by many Republicans, and generally 
demanded by the people, to reduce the' 
duties on all articles manufactured by 
trusts, so as to destroy illegal combin- 
ations, by which they sold American 
manufactures abroad 
more cheaply 


than in the United States.

Driven by n Storage Battery—To Run 


on Hulls or Common Roads. 


n. L. Stillman, treasurer of the 


American Automobile Wheel company, 
of Sev? lotk has been in Bolton, near 
Worcester, Mass., several days looking 
for a place to build an electric road, 
says the New York Tribune. Mr. Still- 
man went over the road from Stow to 
Bolton and was much pleased with it 
He is planning to build a road in this 
section. 
He is looking for a place 


about ten miles long on which to lay 
the new Edison and Stillman electric 
road. The cost of building this road 
on an ordinary highway is §2,000 a 
mile. Each car has a storage battery, 
and no overhead wire is used. 


Mr. Stillman is the inventor of the 


wheels that will be used on the sys- 
tem. Each -wheel has two rubber tires 
and is made so it can ran either on a 
rail or on a common highway. He is 
also the inventor of the rail that will 
be used. It is light, six inches wide, 
and can be used either side up. 


Mr. Stillman is enthusiastic over his 


inventions. He says the greatest effi- 
ciency in the Stillman wheel is in its 
adhesion to steel rails. It is -well known 
that a car drive -wheel operating on a 
steel rail requires a -weight of not less 
than two tons to secure sufficient ad- 
hesion to prevent slipping, while in the 
Stillman wheel an equal adhesion is 
secured in less than one-half a ton. 
Electric cars -weigh from eight tons 
upward. 
Locomotives \reigh much 


more. A car of two tons weight can 
be made sufficiently large to carry as 
many passengers as the electric car 
weighing eight tons by using the new 
wheel.

swords to battle for American

Two of the number were French- 
men, Lafayette and Rochambeau; two 
Poles, Kosciusko and Pulaski, and one, 
Steuben, a German of the Germans. 
Lafayette, young, impulsive and brave, 
is perhaps the hero of them all in a 
romantic sense. 
He captivated the 


American fancy by bis noble bearing 
and his unshrinking devotion. With- 
out him France would probably never 
have become the ally of the patriots; 
without him Rochambeau would not 
ua'-e led a Freacii !iriu\ on Ami;iieuii 
battlefields, and but for his influence 
in Paris Steuben would not have been 
enlisted in the fight for human liberty 
on American soil.

THEY FODGHT FOE MBEETX Et AMEBICA. 
of Washington, Lafayette showed such 
gallantry in battle, united with genius 
for doing the right thing, that he -was 
given the command of troops. At Mon- 
mouth he saved the division first in- 
trusted to the notorious Charles Lee 
from disaster and disgrace. 


Returning to France, he succeeded in 


securing a land and naval force to 
serve as an aiixiliary to Washington's 
cammand in the colonies. The result 
was the dispatching of ft French fleet 
under D'Estaing and 6,000 soldiers led 
by Rochambeau. Lafayette was given 
si special corps of light infantry made 
up of colonials. This body he led to 
Virginia to fight the traitor Arnold, who 
had gone over to England's side. By a 
junction with "Mad Anthony" Wayne 
Lafayette headed off the British inva- 
sion of the interior of Virginia and 
caused the retreat of Cornwallis to 
Yorktown, which he and his army nev- 
er left except as prisoners to Washing- 
ton and the gallant allies. 


Rochambeau was with Washington 


all through the brilliantcampaign 
which' deceived Clinton, rff^eliSf'Tofk, 
and enabled^the allies to make a hasty 
march to Yorktown. With the French 
contingent Washington made a feint 
to attack New York from New Jersey, 
but instead slipped away to Virginia, 
hemming in Cornwallis on the north as 
Lafayette, with the help of a French 
force brought by Count de Saint-Simon 
in the ships of De Grasse, had done 
on the south. In the fighting at York- 
town Rochambeau and 
Saint-Simon 


led the French. 


Baron Steuben was a Prussian of 


the land of Frederick the Great, who 
was a great admirer of Washington. 
He did not call himself a German in 
the sense of today, but a Prussian. 
The Teutons in the service of King 
George .during the revolution were the 
subjects of the Prince of Hesse-Cas- 
sel and had been hired out at so much 
per head to fight wherever ordered. 
After fighting gallantly in the wars of 
Frederick the Great, Steuben was re- 
tired upon a princely income from the 
realm. He was a splendid military 
disciplinarian, and while visiting Paris 
In 1777 the French secretary of -war en- 
listed his sympathies with the Ameri- 
can patriots. He offered his services to 
congress in 1773, saying that he had 
given up an honorable title and lucra- 
tive rank at home and desired to serve 
in the defense of human rights and 
liberties as a volunteer without reward 
in riches or honor. If his labors were 
satisfactory and the Revolution a suc- 
cess, he asked that the government re- 
fund the income he had sacrificed and 
compensate him for his services. He 
remained to the end of the war 'the 
drijlmaster and inspector of the Amer- 
ican army. 


Of the two Polish allies, Kosciusko 


and Pulaski, Kosciusko came before 
Washington in 177C as a volunteer and 
in answer to the question, "What can 
you do?" simply said, "Try me!" Gen- 
eral Gates, the American commander 
at Saratoga, said that the noble Pole 
was the best engineer he ever saw, and 
the fact that Kosciusko laid out the 
lines which baffled Burgoyne is evi- 
dence that the compliment was no idle 
one. Kosciusko also planned the de- 
fenses of West Point, on the Hudson; 
served as one,of T^ghington's adju- 
tants, and f^gKp-Hgder Xathanael 
Greene in the ttkrtfiSSsr. 


Like his compa^fejfosciusko. Ou 


Ca^i'mir Pnla'ski had fought for free- 
dom in Poland, and there was a price 
on h's head when he left France at the 
instigation of Ben Franklin, in 1777, 
to offer his sword to Washington. Aft- 
er a brilliant exploit with Washing- 


j ton's bodyguard at the battle of Bran- 
\ dywine he was appointed brigadier 
i general. His corps of lancers became 
famous under the name "Pulaski'« Jfe- 
gion." After various adventures In tfte 
north Pulaski joined the army of Lip- 
. coin in the south and finally receives. 
! mortal wound while commanding "the 
American cavalry at Savannah.

BUILDING SWITCH. 


Here is an Incident to Show That the 


Buckeye Lake is About to Acquire 


the N. & G. Road. 


The Toledo & Ohio Central railroad 


company has been working at Show- 
man's, where its road connects with 
the Newark and Granville electric line, 
putting in, a long switch 
extendin 


from, the platform to Showman's house 
and also erecting a lofig platform, 
which is to be covered. 


This work is being done in anticipa- 


tion of the encampment of the brigade 
of Ohio National Guards, this month 
the soldiers and taeir equipment being 
detrained at this point upon their ar- 
rival and taken to the camp grounds, 
only a short distance east. 


A large number of troops 
will bo 


sent over the Ohio Central lines, ow- 
ing to this very fact, that they can be 
unloaded and loaded at a point close 
to the place of encampment. 


Thursday morning Jesse A. Flory 


and Charles L. Flory, as attorneys for 
John Showman, sued out a writ of in- 
junction against the T. & O. C. rail- 
road to restrain the work of building 
switches, platforms or anything else 
which encroached upon his land which 
is contiguous to the Newark & Gran- 
ville tracks and the T. & O. C. right 
of way. 


An incident which goes far to con- 


vincing those who are interested in 
the proposed purchase and control ol 
the Newark & Granville line by the 
Buckeye Lake company occurred dur- 
ing the mroning. 


In building the platform the men 


had erected it at one point very close 
to tae Newark & Granvilie tracks, 
where they make a sharp curve. This 
did not however, interfere 'with the 
present traffic, nor the running of the 
cars now in use.

Buckeye Lake people notified the T. ot 
O. C. that the platform was too close 
to the N. & G. tracks, which would not 
allow them to run their long cars with 
the big fenders, around the curve at 
that point. 


This coming from the Buckeye Lake 


management, was accepted as authori- 
tative, and the platform was moved 
back by the T. & O. C. workmen. 


There is some doubt as to* whether 


the road bed between here and Gran- 
ville is of sufficient solidity to bear 
the traffic of the heavy Buckeye Lake 
cars, but tha best opinion is that it is.
